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ABSTRACT 

In the Illinois public community colleges, 
disadvantaged student grant funds are allocated by formula, with each 
eligible college receiving a basic grant of $20,000, and the 
remaining appropriation distributed to each district based on the 
number of credit hours produced in the remedial and adult basic and 
secondary education funding categories the second past year. In 
fiscal year (FY) 1985, the 38 Illinois community college districts 
reported a total of 292,667 students who received support services 
and 19,182 students who enrolled in courses funded by the grants. 
Testing and evaluation were the most heavily used support services, 
followed by special educational and career counseling, and tutoring. 
A comparison of the number of students receiving support services 
between FY 1983 and 1985 reveals an 81% increase in the number of 
students receiving tutoring services, a 69% increase in testing and 
evaluation, and a 56% increase in special educational and career 
counseling services. As a result of a change in rules governing grant 
expenditures, the number of course sections provided through grant 
funding decreased by 66% and the number of credit hours produced 
declined by 76%. The largest proportion of the FY 1985 appropriation 
(61%) was expended on salaries and benefits for tutors, counselors, 
and other support staff, with the next largest expenditure category 
being administration. Although there are other funding sources for 
special services for disadvantaged students, the disadvantaged 
student grant has become the major source of funding through which 
colleges provide the special services needed by academically 
disadvantaged students to succeed in their chosen prooram of stiidy.

Diaadvantagad atudant grant funda ara alloeatad by fomulat 
with aaeh aligibla eolla aa raeaiving a baaie grant of $20,000, and tha 
raottining appropriation diatributad to aaeh diatriet baaad on tha nunbar of 
eradit houra produead in tha raaadial and adult baaie and aaeondary adueation 
funding eatagoriaa tha aaeond paat yaas*. Thia diatribution aarvaa as an 
approxiaata indieator of tha nuiri>ar of aeadaadcally diaadvantagad atudanta who 
naad aarvieaa at aaeh eonnunity eollaga. 



Support Sarvieaa Providad 

In Fiaeal Yaar 1985, tha 38 Illinoia publie eonunity eollaga diatrieta* 
raportad a total of 293,6(7 atudanta (duplieatad) Who raeaivad support 
aarvieaa (up 96,249 atudanta froai Fiaeal Yaar 1984) and 19,182 atudanta 
(duplieatad) who anrollad in eouraaa (down 32,987 atudanta froai Fiaeal Yaar 
1984) fundad by tha diaadvantagad atudant granta. Of tha 38 diatrieta, 34 
uaad tha diaadvantagad atudant grant funda to provida tutoring, 31 diatrieta 
uaad thaaa funda to provida adueational and earaar eounaaling and taating and 
avaluation, 28 diatrieta uaad thaaa funda to provida rafarrala to asctamal 
aganeiaa, and 19 diatrieta uaad tha diaadvantagad atudant grant funda to 
provida othar diraet aupport aarvieaa, aueh aa raadara and notatakara for tha 
visually iopairad, intarpratara for tha haaring iavairad, and nobility 
aaaiatanea for tha phyaieally handieappad, aa aaan in Tabla I. 

Of all tha aarvieaa providad through tha diaadvantagad atudant grant in Fiaeal 
Yaar 1985, tha taating and avaluation eatagory ahowad tha highaat nuabar/ of 
atudanta uaing tha aarviea (92,068 atudanta), aeeounting for 136,189 eontaet 
houra or an avaraga of 1.5 eontaet houra par atudant. Tha aaeond highaat 
eatagory of atudant uaa waa apaeial adueational and earaar eounaaling, with 
89,450 atudanta aeeounting for 148,892 eontaet houra or 1.7 eontaet houra par 
atudant. Uhilla tutoring waa third in tha nu«bar of atudanta uaing tha 
aarviea, tutoring produead tha highaat nuH^r of eontaet houra (453,788) or an 
avaraga of aix eontaet houra par atudant.

Tabls IV conparst unaudited ditadvantagad atudant grant axptndituras by category for 
riaeal Yaara 1984 and 1985. Of tha tS.3 million appropriatad in Fiscal Yaar 1985, tha 
largaat proportion (61 parcant) was axpandad on aalariaa and banafita for tutors, 
counsalors, and othar diract support sarvica staff, such as raadars or notatakars for tha 
blind, intarpratars for tha daaf , and drivars for handicuppad studants. Tha naxt largast 
axpanditura category in Fiscal Yaar 1985 was administration at 21 percent. ICCB Rules 
require that the total administrative expenditures not exceed 30 percent of each 
district's total disadvantaged student grant. This category includes administrative and 
office staff salaries, office equipment, utilities, and rental of facilities. 
Expenditures for instructional equipment and for administration increased significantly in 
Fiscal Year 1985 collared to Fiscal Year 1984, While expenditures for staff development 
decreased substantially. Biqpenditures for travel and instructional materials remained 
constant. Appendix B shows the reported Fiscal Year 1985 disadvantaged student grant 
expenditures by district.

Community college districts in Illinois reported expending the $5.3 million Fiscal 
Year 1985 disadvantaged student grant funds to provide support services and courses to 
312,849 students (duplicated). There were 872,113 student services contact hours made and 
56,618 course credit hours generated as a result of this grant during Fiscal Year 1985.

Although thmn art othsr funding sourest for spoeial sorvieos for ditadvantagod 
atudanta, including apacial naada grants for occupational atudants from tha 
Illinois Stata Board of Iducation. local collaga support, and othar stata and 
fadaral funding, tha disadvantagad studant grant has hacoM tha major sourca 
of funding through which tha collagas provida tha tpacial sarvicas that 
acadamically disadvantagad atudants naad to succaad in thair chosan programs 
of study. Tha rasults shown in this stataidda raport substantiata tha 
continuad naad for tha disadvantagad studant grant. This grant is assantial 
for tha coHHunity collagas to continua to provida tha spacial support sarvicas 
naadad by larga numbars of acadamically disadvantagad atudants. 
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
